BLUM DECLARES 

PETAIN BETRAYED 
FRANCE; | CALL 
THAT TREASON 


Ex-Premier Tells Court 
Marshal Gave Himself 
Powers Comparable to 
Those of ‘a Jungle 
Sovereign.’

PARIS, July 27 (AP)—Leon 
Blum, who was French Premier in 
years of the Popular Front ‘before 
the war, hurled the charge of 
“treason” et Marshal Henri Phil- 
ippe Petain today. He asserted 
the old soldier had _. betrayed 
France and “gave himself powers 
which may be compared to those 
of a jungle sovereign.” 

Petain is on trial for his life, 
charged with intelligence with the 
enemy and plotting against the 
security of France. 

Charles Roux, a diplomat who 
followed Blum to the stand, said 
that when France was falling in 
June ‘of 1940 Petain’s predecessor, 
Paul Reynaud, appealed to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and “suggested 
that the American fleet come into 


action.” 

Blum, released only ae few 
weeks ago from German deten- 
tion, told the high court of justice 
on this fifth day of the trial: 

“The people of France, with the 
foundations of the nation gone, 
terrorized and overwhelmed, 


looked for reassurance. Petain 
told them with all the authority 
of his past that the armistice was 
not dishonorable, I call’that trea- 
son.” 

“Laval Led All Maneuvers.” 


Questioned whether Petain was 
treasonable in giving himséif dic- 
tatorial powers, Blum said: 


“He gave himself powers which 
may be compared to those of a 
jungle sovereign. He committed 
an odious abuse of confidence. 

“It is certain that at Vichy we 
had only Pierre Laval before us. 
He led all the maneuvers. Whether 
he acted on orders of the Marshal, 
I don’t know.” 

Blum said Petain first entered 
the Daladier governmept after for- 
mer Premier Edouard ‘Herriot sug- 
gested it. In recalling the decision 
to abandon Paris to the oncoming 
Germans, he testified: 

“T said Paris not only was the 
capital of France; it was every- 
thing.” 

Blum, testifying of events after 
the government fled to Bordeaux, 
said: 

“Military leaders felt that all 
resistance had become useless. 
They seemed to feel as though 
France had lost all her capacity, 
all means of resisting. Up to that 


|time, there was an overwhelming 


majority of the government favor- 
ing resistance, Then the Chau- 
temps proposal had its effect.” 

It was Camille Chautemps, an- 
other former Premier, who 
broached the question of an ar- 
mistice. 

‘France Torn in Two.’ 


‘From the moment the armi- 
stice was introduced, I had the im- 
pression that great pressure al- 
most forced the Cabinet to accept 
it,” Blum said. “A mumber of us 
decided to leave France. My bags 
were packed and ready, The gov- 
ernment was to have gone on 
June 20.” 

Blum testified that when he, 
Herriot and Senate President 
Jules Jeanneney reached Toulouse 
to sail, “we learned that the gov- 
ernment had decided against leav-| 
ing and all departures were can-| 
celed.”

BIG 3 TALKS AT POTSDAM 
TO BE RESUMED TOMORROW 


Attlee to Return Without Churchill and Eden 
—Japs Can’t Be Sure Reds Won't 
Fight in Pacific. 


POTSDAM, July 27 (AP)—The 
Big Three conference will resume 
tomorrow. 

Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
will return to Potsdam—without 
Winston Churchill and Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden. 

The conference has been in re- 
cess since Wednesday, but the 
American - British - Chinese sur- 
render ultimatum to Japan was 
issued here yesterday. 

Russia did not sign the proc- 
lamation which placed before Ja- 
pan the alternatives of uncondi- 
tional surrender or “utter and 
complete destruction,” but the ab- 
sence of Premier Stalin’s name 
Was no insurance against Soviet 
intervention in the Pacific war. 

Stalm conducted a long series 
of conversations with Chinese 
Premier T. V. Soong just before 
coming to Potsdam. 

The ultimatum included these 
terms and said “we shall not de- 
viate from them: there are no 
alternatives: we shall brook no 
delay:” 

1. Japan must overthrow its 
militarist ruling clique. 

2. Undesignated points of 
Japanese territory will be occu- 
pied until Japan’s war power is 
convincingly déstroyed, 


3. Japanese sovereignty will 
be limited to the four main is- 
lands of Honshu, Hokkaido, 
Kyushu and Shikoku, and minor 
islands. This would strip Japan 
of all its conquests and other 
dominated areas including Man- 
churia, North China, Korea, the 
Bonins, Kuriles, Pescadores, For- 
mosa, mandated islands, Nether- . 
land East Indies, Malaya, 
French Indochina and Thailand. 

4. Japan will be disarmed 
completely, but soldiers will be 
allowed to return to peaceful 
pursuits. 


5. Japan will not be enslaved, 
but “stern justice shall be meted 
out to all war criminals,” 
especially those responsible for 
cruelties to prisoners. 


6. Japan must restore free- 
dom of speech, religion and 
thought and establish respect 
for fundamental rights. 


7. All armament industries 
will be taken from Japan. Raw 
materials will be permitted for 
essential economy and to permit 
payment of reparations,

This hen, developed by selective 
breeding, will lay an infertile egg 
that reportedly will retain good 
table quality for two weeks at a 
temperature of 100 degrees, nor- 
mal hatching temperature. Eggs 
from a common hen will keep only 
half that long, or less. 

Department officials emphasized 
solemnly that their announcement 
should not be construed as an in- 
dorsement of such conditions as 
hot weather. They added they 
had developed other lines of chick- 
ens to perform the egg-laying 
function in specialized fields. Eggs 
from one line have a larger pro- 
portion of white, hence poach bet- 
ter.

OPPOSE SANTA FE 
LINE 10 ST. LOUIS 


Mo. Pac., M.-K.-T., Frisco 
and Cotton Belt to 
Fight Proposal Before

Four major railroads with head- 
quarters in St. Louis have deter- 
mined on a vigorous campaign in 
opposition to entrance of the Atch- 
ison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway 
into St. Louis, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

Executives of the Missouri Pa- 
cific, the Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
Lines, the Frisco Lines and the 
Cotton Belt decided at a joint 
meeting to oppose the entry of the 
Santa Fe both puDBticly and before 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion when it conducts a hearing 
on its application. 

L. W. Baldwin, chief executive of- 
ficer of the Missouri Pacific, was 
elected chairman of the campaign 
committee representing the oppos- 


ing roads. The first phase of the 
campaign will take the form of a 
letter to the board of directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce urging 
it to refrain from taking a posi- 
tion on the Santa Fe’s efforts to 
come to St. Louis until railroads 
opposing its plans may present 
further data. 

The position of the four oppos- 
ing roads, as decided at the éx- 
ecutives’ meeting Wednesday, is, 
in effect, that adequate public 
transportation facilities exist now 
between St. Louis and Kansas 
City, Mo., and entrance of the 
Santa Fe would not create new 
traffic but would “take that much 
more business away from the ex- 
isting railroads.” 

A preliminary statement, au- 
thorized at the meeting for initial 
submission to the Chamber of 
Commerce directors, contains the 
claim that the Santa Fe would 
favor Chicago against St. Louis 
because it derives more revenue 
through that city.

Worst Defeat in Years. 

The leftward tide of votes

The London press was frankly 
amazed by the result and not 
agreed in the explanation thereof. 
Most commentators agreed, how- 
ever, that it did not constitute a 
personal repudiation of Churchill, 
whose record as a war leader was 
praised even by the stanchest of 
Labor supporters. But none de- 
nied this was a swift leftward 
surge for traditionally Conserva- 
tive Britain. Some attributed it 
to natural dissatisfaction among 
the people after six years of war- 
time hardship. 

The Times of London, seeking 
the cause of the “astonishing” La- 
bor victory, said the answer must 
be found largely in the “circum- 
stances and the conduct of the 
election itself,” and held Churchill 
responsible for that. The news- 
paper said Churchill had “intro- 
duced and insisted on emphasizing 
the narrower animosities of the 
party fight,” permitting “the 
great national program” to be 
relegated to the background, and 
diminishing the Prime Minister's 
own stature. 

195 Conservative Seats. 

The result, with 13 districts yet 
to count votes, gave Labor and its 
supporting parties a total of 417 
seats. The Conservatives had only 
195 seats and allied parties 15 
more for a total of 210. The re- 
sults in the remaining 13 contests 
will be made ‘Anown early in 
August. 

The Labor party is committed 
to a socialistic program which can 
shake the foundations of British 
economy as it is now constituted. 
The party calls for nationalization 
of basic industries such as coal, 
iron and steél and inland trans- 
portation and of the Bank of Eng- 
land. 

Stronger Red Ties Likely. 

There was some speculation 
here that the ultimate effect of 
the election would be to bring 
Russia and Britain closer together 
on some issues. Prof. Harold 
Laski, chairman of the Labor 
party’s executive committee, said 
the victory would make possible 
“full friendship” with the Soviet 
Union. 

In order to carry out the Labor 
party’s policies, both foreign and 
domestic, Attlee was expected to 
surround himself with a strong 
and experienced cabinet. In ad- 
dition to Bevin, Morrison, Cripps, 
Greenwood and Dalton, A. V. 
Alexander, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty in the coalition govern- 
ment, also has been prominently 
mentioned for a cabinet position.

U.S. TURNS OVER 598,000 NAZI

PARIS, July 27 (AP)—The Com- 
munications Zone of United States 
Forces in the European theater, 
holding more German prisoners 
than any other American force, 
announced today that it had 
turned 320,000 of them over to 
the French for reconstruction and 
278,000 to the British. 

These groups of prisoners were 
in addition to those turned over 
either to the French or British by 
the Sixth and Twelfth Army 
groups. Negotiations are under 
way, an Army announcement said, 
for the release of still more pris- 
oners to the French. 

Remaining in custody of the 
Communications Zone Force are 
836,000 German prisoners, of 
which 436,000 have been put to 
work on jobs directly or indirectly 
helping to speed an Allied victory 
in the Pacific.

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department ex- 
pects America’s steady six-year 
rise in production and income to 
go into reverse in the second half 
of 1945. 

But the year's totals will be 
about the same as in 1944, said an 
official forecast by the depart- 
ment yesterday. 

A new record of 101 billion dol- 
lars in consumer spending was 
predicted for 1945, compared with 
last vear’s figure of $97,600,000,000. 

“Gross national product,” or the 
total value of all goods and serv- 
ices produced, was forecast at 199 
billion, compared with last year’s 
record of $198,700,000,000. 

National income was forecast at 
160 billion. Last year’s record 
figure was $160,700,000,000, 

“Income payments to individu- 
als” were put at 158 billion, which 
would be a new high. Last year 
these payments totaled $156,800,- 
000,000. National income” §in- 
cludes the undistributed earnings 
of corporations. “Income payments 
to individuals” does not, but in- 
cludes certain payments not shown 
in “national income” —for exam- 
ple, relief and social security pay- 
ments, veterans’ benefits, and pay-

They predict that national in- 
come and gross national product 
will decline in the second half of 
1945 by less than 10 per cent from 
the peak levels attained in the 
first six months. 

Their official forecast gives the 
following picture: 

How far the decline will carry 
won't. be answered this year and 
probably not even in 1946. The ex- 
tent of the decline, and its speed, 
will be determined by the speed of 
reconversion. 

Signposts for Rest of Year. 

Here are some preliminary indi- 
cations for the rest of 1945 as 
given by the Commerce Depart- 
ment: 

BUSINESS INVENTORIES — 
Expected to increase by half a 
million dollars, with the increase 
being still faster in 1946. 

CONSUMER EXPENDITURES 
—Demand will exceed supply for 
the bulk of consumption items. 
Spending for consumer durable 
goods will increase—probably not 
more than 10 per cent, Retailand 
service ‘trades can expect almost 
as big a volume of business as in 
the first half. 

PRICES—wNo great change is 
expected in the general price 
level, increaseé and decreases 
largely offsetting each other. 

WAGES AND SALADIES—To- 
tal will fall about 7 per cent be- 
cause of more unemployment, 
elimination of overtime pay and 
the like. 

CORPORATION PROFITS — 
Will drop, but their volume will 
exceed that of the most prosper- 
Ous peace years.

and administered the whole pro- 
ram, 

“I gtill don’t know half the 
things my husband did,” Mrs. Mor- 
genstierne said. “No member of 
the underground ever told anyone 
more than he had to, so there was 
a limit to what the Gestapo could 
learn by torture, Each worker 
had a pseudonym, and no one 
knew his co-workers by their right 
names. Actually, most of them 
knew only two contacts, the man 
above and the man below. 

“There were 40,000 underground 
members in Oslo alone. My hus- 
band’s group must have numbered 
about 300, of whom one-third were 
caught. Three weeks before the 
end the group commander was 
captured and my husband, left 
with the job of reorganizing the 
group, had to go into hiding.” 

The Morgenstierne home is in 
the Oslo suburb of Aker, near the 
world-famous Holmenkollen ski 
slope. Across the street is the 
entrance to a sanitarium which 
was converted into Luftwaffe 
headquarters for all Scandinavia. 
All the other houses there were 
occupied by the Nazis, but not the 
Morgenstierne home. 

“We were told to get out, too, 
but we just didn’t,” Mrs. Morgen- 
stierne related, “We just kept put- 
ting it off and putting it off, until 
finally the requisition for our 
home was lost in red tape and the 
Nazis forgot about it You know, 
German thoroughness and ef- 
ficiency are greatly overrated. 
Some of the Gestapo work was 
very shrewd, but it was a hap- 
hazard operation, and in the face 
of united opposition it just broke 
down. 

“Norway presented a solid front 
against the invaders. You have 
heard a lot about Quisling, but 
actually only 2 per cent of Nor- 
way’s 3,000,000 people supported 
the traitor, and you will find 2 
per cent of dregs in any coun- 
try.” 

Oslo was illuminated by bonfires 
when the radio proclaimed the 
news of Germany's surrender — 
the Norwegians burned 
blackout curtains to celebrate, and 
the invaders burned their records. 

“German officers looked sour, 
but their men were pleased,” Mrs. 
Morgenstierne recalled. “The 
troops were told to capitulate, so 
they did. But no one told them 
to stop building tank traps, so 
they went right on with that. The 
Germans are like sheep or dogs. 
You can re-educate sheep and 
dogs, but not Nazis. They have 
rabies, and are incurable.” 

During the five long years of 
occupation, Norwegians lived 
mostly on fish -—— salt fish, dried 
fish and pickled fish. Residents 
of Oslo ate seagulls and whale- 
meat, “There was a pint of milk 
almost every day for children, but 
a health official reported those 
above the age of 12 will be stunt- 
ed,” Mrs. Morgenstierne said. 

Clothing frequently proved more 
of a problem than food, The Mor- 
genstiernes made garments from 
curtains, tablecloths and blankets. 

A native of Fair Haven, Vt., 
Mrs. Morgenstierne went abroad 
to study, and met her future hua- 
band at the University of Gren- 
oble. He is a cousin of Wilhelm 
Munthe de Morgenstierne, Nor- 
wegian Minister to the United 
States. The Morgenstiernes have 
two daughters, aged 9 and 10. No- 
tified that her father, J. Pinckney 
H. Adams, was critically ill in

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Liberators rained fragmentation 
bombs and 100-pounders on Kiang- 
wan, Woosung and Lungwha air 
fields. Mitchells hit a fourth air 
strip at Tachang and also worked 
over warehouses along the Whang- 
poo river and the mouth of the 
Yangtse. 

Invader attack bomber flyers, 
veterans of the Mediterranean, 
struck Chushan island south of 
Shanghai, starting fires in hangars 
at Tinghai air field. Thunderbolts 
attacked the same air field with 
rockets and bullets. 

A number of grounded air craft 
were destroyed.

17 VETERANS SCREENED 
T0 SELECT SALESMEN 


In an attempt to use scientific 
job-placement methods to select 
from returned veterans the men 
most likely to succeed as sales- 
man, the Sales Managers’ Bureau 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce has “screened” 17 veterans 
through a series of objective tests, 
Charles R. Frederick, director, re- 
ported to bureau members at the 
DeSoto Hotel today. 

The tests indicate interests of 
the men, and, Frederick said, sur- 
veys show that successful sales- 
men tend to fall within definite 
interest patterns so that  poten- 
tially successful salesmen can be 
selected with the aid of the tests. 
All ef the 17 men who have taken 
the tests have aroused the interest 
of prospective employers, through 
their test records, he _ said, al- 
though none actually has been em- 
ployed. One veteran, with a good 
score in the tests, received six of- 
fers, he said. 

The testing, on an experimental 
basis, is being financed by 40 con- 
cerns, each of which contributed 
$25 . These concerns have the 
first pick of the veterans screened, | 
but after a period their records 
will be made available to other 
concerns.

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
The ending of strikes by 50,000 
workers who manufacture four- 
fifths of the B-29 Superfortress 
motors was announced today. The 
action followed an appeal last 
night by Acting Secretary of War 
Patterson, who said the strikes 
in Chicago and New Jersey would 
stop the B-29 attacks on Japan 
unless the men returned to work 
at once. 

Patterson’s statement said: 


“The entire Japanese empire has 
been unable to stop the heavy 
B-29 attacks on Japanese war in- 
dustries, but the strikes at the 
Wright Aeronautical plants at 
Paterson, N. J., and Dodge division 
of the Chrysler Corp. in Chicago 
will stop those attacks unless the 
strikes are terminated at once. © 


“These plants manufacture four 
fifths of all B-29 engines. The 
supply of these engines is so short’ 
that the B-29 attacks on Japan will 
be reduce within a matter of days 
if these strikes continue. That 


will mean an unnecessary prolong- 
ation of the war.” 

End of the walkout of the 30,000 
workers at the five Wright Aero- 
nautical Corp. plants was an- 
nounced today at Paterson. Mem- 
bers. of the CIO United Automo- 
bile Workers voted at a meeting 
to yield to pleas by union leaders 
that they resume work at once. 

The strikers were told that the 
company had guaranteed that John 
Potts, a steward whose discharge 
incited the first walkout last Fri- 
day, would enter the plant with 
the returning workers and that 
the minute he was inside a meet- 
ing of the grievance committee 
would be held on his case. The 
company said Potts was dis- 
charged for using vile language

Our Charming Language 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

So Herbert L. Noack wants to phoneti- 
cize our spelling. 

Our language, just as our people, is a 
mongrel accumulation of this from the 
French, that trom the British, some 
from the Mexican, etc. We have bor- 
rowed words lend-lease, and it will be 
just as difficult to take the “eau” out 
of “beau” as it would be for me to take 
the French blood out of my children—or 
the German or the English or the 
Scotch or the Irish blood. 

They are all mixed up because they 
are true Americans, and that is what 
makes Americans so charming, just as 
our language is charming with “chauf- 
feur” from the French, “sauerkraut” 
from the Germans and “tamale” from 
the Mexicans. Try to originate a word 
as good as “vodka.” What would the 
Army do without the aid of the French 
in holding critiques, having liaison offi- 
cers and even putting up with the 
shavetail lieutenants? 

Our language is our culture in words. 
It speaks our history for us. It is our 
background. 

Progress is indeed an asset. But it 
needs intelligent direction with an intel- 
ligent goal. The magnitude of corralling 
the English words to re-do them is 
far beyond the ability of six English 
professors. 

And yet I doubt if you could find 
even six men of English who would 
not be shocked at the thought of chang- 
ing the language in this slipshod man- 
ner. for they have studied it and under- 
stand it, and know that most of the let- 
ters are there for the aid of pronuncia- 
tion in the aid-methods that each for- 
eign country uses. 

Take “beau.” If we do not like it 
(and I cannot help but have a gay pic- 
ture leap up of a dashing young man 
with a posy for his lady-fair when I 
hear it, which is more than “bo” does), 
let us at least be original and create 
a word ourselves that means the 
same thing. A take-off never equals 
an original. You can say all you want 
about the teen-agers and their jive talk, 
but they are original and certainly col- 
| orful.. 

We use the eyes as wel] as the ears in 
language, and “dough” is more meaning- 
ful than “do” for visual perception. The 
phonetic word “do” raises the question: 
Does it mean money? Does it mean ac- 
tion, as “I do”? Or does it mean flour 
nd milk mixed together? To complicate 
matters further, you can write phoneti- 
cally, “I ned the do,” and leave people 
Wondering whether you need money or 
knead bread. 

Anyway, what's the rush? Why all 
this saving of ink and labor if beauty 
and culture are the price to pay? I 
doubt that Mr. Noack would like to 
gee his name in print “Nok.”

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Britain Turns to the Left 


The British have repudiated their great war 
leader, Winston Churchill, and have placed in 
power a Labor Government, headed by the 
Socialist, Clement Attlee. Here surely is one 
of the most profoundly interesting and important 
political events of our time. The sweeping 
nature of the Labor party victory leaves no 
doubt of the temper of the British people: they 
have turned sharply and decisively to the left. 
If there remained any question that the people 
of Continental Europe, once they are able to 
express themselves, will likewise turn to the 
left, the election results in Britain should furnish 
the answer. 

There are many who will be stunned by the 
British decision, yet signs have multiplied in 
the 10 years since the last general election that 
the British would in time do exactly what they 
did. If it had not been for the fact that the 
war with Japan is still on, and for the further 
fact that it was the great Winston Churchill who 
was asking for a vote of confidence—two fac- 
tors which made prediction unusually difficult— 
the result would have been no surprise at all. 
Emphasis is given to the result by the fact that 
the Labor party leadership contained no galaxy 
of stars, showing that the British people voted 
for policies and issues more than for individual 
candidates. 


Churchill’s War Leadership 


Those who like to reflect upon the ingratitude 
of mankind are no doubt shaking their heads 


sadly over Mr. Churchill’s defeat; surely ony 


man, in Britain’s blackest hour, breathed life and 
courage into his fellow-countrymen. Only he, of 
all Britishers, in the ghastly and perilous sum- 
mer of 1940, had those precise and magnificent 
qualities of leadership that were required to save 
Britain. In a material sense, Britain lay bare 
and defenseless for Nazi conquest; she was saved 
by Churchill’s appeal to her spirit. 

It is impossible to believe that Churchill’s 
services to Britain are forgotten or unappreciated 
by his people; but the hero legend alone, in a 
world being swept by great forces of change, 
is not enough to preserve a premiership or a 
presidency or a dynasty rooted in old forms and 
traditions. The British saw in Churchill the 
eighteenth century aristocrat, the believer in 
monarchy, the defender of an undefendable 
status quo, the statesman resistant to reor- 
ganization of society along new lines. 

They were willing to forfeit his leadership, 
even in the midst of war, because they thought 
him unequipped by nature and by training to 
deal with the problems that are to come. They 
did so despite the fact that Mr. Churchill has 
made many specific concessions to modern gov- 
ernmental and economic trends. Though, in his 
campaign, he pictured himself as a stout cham- 
pion of free enterprise, on a score of domestic 
issues Churchill had yielded to greater Gov- 
ernment participation in the economic welfare of 
the people. This yielding apparently was con- 
strued by Britons as throwing sops to Cerberus. 


The Imperial Tradition 


It was in the field of foreign affairs that 
Churchill most clearly revealed the pattern of 
his mind. It was a superb Briticism, in the 
Kiplingesque tradition, when he said: “I have 
not become the King’s first Minister in order to 
preside over the liquidation of the British Em- 
pire.” But this appeal to the strong Empire spirit 
Was an anachronism at a time when many Brit- 
ishers long before had decided that the Empire 
can no longer be held as a medieval fief, but 
must be adapted to new economic conditions and 
new human aspirations. 

Perhaps Mr. Churchill himself had a glimmer- 
ing of dissatisfaction with his foreign policy 
when he recently permitted Lord Wavell to 
make a new and generous offer to the Indian 
people—an offer which, unfortunately, was not 
accepted. But it was too late. Churchill, who 
thinks of India as an imperial bauble—‘“the 
brightest jewel in the Empire’s crown”—did not 
move soon enough or wholeheartedly enough to 
satisfy British conscience as to India. 

At a time when the world is turning rapidly 
away from old forms, Churchill declared himself 
devoted to the principle of monarchy. In Italy, 
he upheld and kept in power the hated House of 
Savoy which, for two humiliating decades, per- 
mitted itself to be the creature of Mussolini and 
Fascism, Italian patriots, who had fought and 
bled and suffered exile for their democratic 
principles, were forced by British policy, in 
order to participate in the Italian Government, 
to pay obeisance to the royal house, * 

In Greece, Mr. Churchill allied himself with 
royalist and rightist groups and sought to check 
the tide of progressive, liberal and radical forces 
that felt they had earned the right to say what 
kind of government Greece should have after 
the war. These forces had gone into the under- 
ground when the Nazis occupied Greece and had 


harassed them by all possible means; yet when 
the Nazis were driven out, the underground 
found themselves political pariahs. The mas- 
sacre at Athens last December; the attacks upon 
the ELAS by British tanks; the strafing of 
Athenian tenement districts by British planes; 
these bloodily dramatized a policy which many 
Britishers thought shameful. 

Again, toward Dictator Franco in Spain, Mr. 
Churchill had tossed gratuitous and, to many 
persons, inexplicable favors and compliments. 
The ex-Prime Minister was everlastingly right 
and profoundly ‘prophetic in his attempts to 
arouse the British against the dangers of Hitler- 
ism; but he seemed singularly unmoved by the 
fact that it was by Hitler’s aid and Mussolini’s 
that Franco came gorily to power in Spain over 
the prostrate body of republicanism. 

There seems little doubt that the British elec- 
torate was influenced in its voting by its distaste 
of Mr. Churchill’s policies in India, Italy, Greece 
and Spain or that the Labor party has a man- 
date to pursue a different course. 

During the British election campaign, it was 
said there was no basic difference in foreign 
policy between the Conservative and Labor par- 
ties. . This is true in that both placed first the 
defeat of Japan, and that both are wholehearted- 
ly in favor of international co-operation. But it 
is not true of the spirit that lies behind the at- 
titude of each. It is difficult to believe that an 
Attlee Government, itself a result of war-created 
hopes for a newer and better world, will seek 
‘to crush similar hopes in Continental Europe or 
India. If it does, it will betray some of its own 


' basic principles, 


Attlee Is No Marxist 


, Clement Attlee, in what is a rather irritating 
affectation, likes to describe himself as a ‘‘mid- 
dle-class bloke.” Son of a London lawyer, he 
was educated at Oxford and early became a 
convert to Fabian Socialism. He has expressed 
the hope that Britain would become a Socialist 
country after the war, and he believes Socialism 
to be the dominant issue of the century. He 
insists, however, that his type of Socialism owes 
more to the Bible than to the doctrines of Karl 
Marx. From a doctrinal point of view, as a 
matter of fact, Attlee and many of his Labor 
party colleagues would bitterly oppose any at- 
tempt to transplant into Britain the Soviet form 
of government. 

The Labor party program calls for drastic 
changes in the British economy. At the Black- 
pool party conference in April, 1945, the plat- 
form drawn up called for public ownership of 
the fuel and power industries, the iron and steel 
industries, all agencies of inland transport and 
the Bank of England. Other industries, not 
yet considered ripe for public ownership, would 
be subject to strict supervision in order to safe- 
guard the nation against dangers from monopoly 
or cartel agreements’. The program also calls 
for high purchasing power through high wages, 
social services and insurance, and taxation bear- 
ing less heavily on lower-income groups. As in 
this country, full employment is sought by means 
of public works when private enterprise is un- 
able to stave off joblessness. 

In case undue alarm is caused by the Attlee 
victory, it may be pointed out that the Labor 
party’s program is not going to be put,into effect 
overnight, or without due regard for the inter- 
ests of private property. Neither Mr. Attlee, nor 
Messrs. Morrison and Bevin, are wild revolution- 
aries. In fact, though it is not to be expected 
that Attlee will turn traitor to his convictions 
as did Ramsay MacDonald (the first Labor Prime 
Minister), the new Prime Minister is the kind 
of man who will proceed slowly and carefully to- 
ward his objectives. 


In Human Terms 


The lesson Americans will draw from the 
British election is a lesson they have already 
learned under President Roosevelt’s New Deal. 
Capitalism and free enterprise, in the old- 
fashioned unrestricted sense, have failed to cope 
with modern conditions. The great advances of 
science and technology have not been matched 
by comparable advances in the distribution of 
the world’s wealth fairly among the people. 
Men and women all over the world want jobs, 
three meals a day, roofs over their heads, warm 
clothing in winter, and the world’s wealth is 
ample to supply all these things. 

In seeking these fundamental necessities, the 
people are turning away from old political 
methods and old political leaders toward new 
methods and new leaders. The terms “leftism” 
and “radicalism” have sinister connotations to 
many persons; but, translated into human terms 
of jobs, bread, homes and simple comforts—in 
short, a desire to live decently—they have a 
meaning anyone can understand and sympathize 
with, 


A Block-Busting Proclamation 


In the dramatic proclamation of President 
Truman, ex-Prime Minister Churchill and Gen- 


eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek, the Japanese now 


know, at least in broad outline, what we mean 
by unconditional surrender. 

They know that we have no intention, if the 
Japs give up, of destroying or enslaving them 
as a nation; but they know their militarists must 
go, just as the German General Staff must go; 
they know they must give up their conquests 
and retire to their home islands; they know they 
will not be permitted to keep their war ‘indus- 
tries; they know they must pay reparations; they 
-know their whole theory of government will 
have to be altered to permit the emergence of 
democratic practices. 

Despite the severe peace terms, the Japs face 
a far more severe alternative. Terrifying to 
them, indeed, must be the words of Messrs. 
Truman, Churchill and Chiang Kai-shek in de- 
scribing the armed might to be presently un- 
leashed upon Nippon. With the fate of Germany 
before them, the Japs now are told that the “pro- 
digious land, sea and air forces of the United 
States, the British Empire and China, many 
times reinforced by their armies and fleets from 
the West, are poised to strike the final blow at 
Japan.” 

Again, the Japs are told the armed forces now 
gathering against them are immeasurably greater 
than those which, when applied to the resisting 


Nazis, “necessarily laid waste to its men, its in- 
dustry and the method of life of the whole Ger- 
man people.” These words are accompanied by 
the crash of bombs on Japanese soil and by the 
terrific shelling of the islands by our Navy. 


They will be followed, the Japs are assured— 
unless they give up—‘‘by the complete destruc- 
tion of the Japanese armed forces and the utter 
destruction of the Japanese homeland.” This is 
the language of force, and the language of force 
is understood by the Japanese. 


So, to the swarms of Superfortresses that are 
darkening Japanese skies and to the fleets that 
are bombarding Japan’s coasts at will, we now 
add what may be the decisive weapon—the 
weapon of psychological warfare. And to make 
it worse, Japan knows that, at any moment, the 
power of Soviet Russia may be added to the dev- 
astating power already being-applied by the 
United States and its allies. 

Of course, as is shown by today’s Domei state- 
ment promising “war to the bitter end,” it would 
have been a mistake to believe that Japan could 
be blown out of the water and that its Govern- 
ment would give up the ghost immediately upon 
hearing the proclamation over the air waves. But 
the proclamation should hasten the process of 
Japanese disintegration now discernible over the 
Japanese radio and in the peace feelers which 
are being sent out.

At stake in the trial of Henri-Philippe 
Petain, Marshal of France, isthe hope of 
millions of Frenchmen that a new, revivi- 
fied France will -arise out of the ruins of 
the Third Republic,.for upon the verdict of 
the high court now sitting in the Palais de 
Justice rests the fate of the “epuration”’— 
the moral See pea and cyeansing of 
French life. 


The courts of liberated France have held 
in hundreds of cases that collaboration with 
the German occupation forces was treason 
to France. Freed France has punished by 
death or imprisonment several hundred 
men and women for the crime of having 
betrayed their country and their fellow- 
citizens by aiding the German enemy. Most 
of these victims of justice were ‘‘small fry.” 
A few of the big shots were convicted; 
many others are awaiting trial. 


Where All Fingers Point 


Gen, De Gaulle’s Provisional Government 
has decided that hundreds of others had 
proved themselves,unworthy of public trust 
and has inflicted on them the penalty of 
‘national indignity.” It has barred them 
from all future civic aetivity in France, 
They may not hold any public office or dis- 
charge any Government function for the 
remainder of their ives. Their number in- 
cludes those members of the French Parlia- 
ment who, in the fateful days of 1940, voted 
full powers to Petdin as Premier and au- 
thorized him to write a new Constitution. 


In dozens of trials in the first weeks of 
the liberation, the defendants pleaded they 
had recognized the authority of Petain and 
that they had erred only in loyalty to the 
duly designated head of the French state. 


Many courts refused to accept this de- 
fense. Others accepted it as a mitigating 
circumstance in fixing punishment. 

Petain always claimed he was acting as 
a French patriot in the best interests of 
his country. Many Frenchmen—millions of 
them, undoubtedly—believed him, accepting 
hig leadership and commands, 


Free Him, Free All 


Now Petain is facing his judges. If they 
find that he acted without treasonous in- 
tent but in good faith in bringing about 
France’s surrender; if they find he was mo- 
tivated by the same spirit in ordering all 
the actions listed in the acts of accusation, 
then the whole epuration fails. 


You cannot convict a policeman for kill- 
ing a Maquisard if you cannot convict the 
man who ordered him to that action. You 
cannot convict a little functionary for hav- 
ing deported French workers to Germany 
to aid the Nazi war machine if you cannot 
convict the man who approved the decrees 
requiring compulsory labor service for the 
enemy. You cannot acquit the leader and 
punish his followers. 

So the epuration stands or falls on the 
verdict in the Petain trial. And without 
purification of the French political scene, 
there cannot be a new France. The old- 
line politicians who flourished under the 
Third Republic and betrayed it by their 
corruption and the weight of their ineffi- 
ciency; the industrialists who welcomed 
and schemed for German victory as a guar- 
antee against Communism; the intrigants 
and opportunists who transformed Paris 
into the shameful replica of a petty Balkan 
capital—they will all be back in power, 
And France, which has already lost a bat- 
tle, will have lost the war, 


All these elements stand trial with Pe- 
tain. They are the shadows behind him 
as he stands at the bar. If he wins, they 
win. If he loses, they, too, may lose, 


Despite his 89 years, Petain is no dodder- 
ing old fool. He realizes that he is not 
standing trial alone. In his fight for his 
life and honor, he is determined to involve 
as co-defendants, if only morally, as many 
figures of the Third Republic as he pos- 
sibly can. He seeks to convert his trial 
into a judgment of the Third Republic, 


A Shrewd Defense 


If he succeeds in this, he can bring out 
many telling points in his favor. Did not 
the Government of the United States string 
along with him right, up to the invasion of 
French North Africa? Did it not publicly 
rebuke Gen. De Gaulle because one of his 
impetuous commanders liberated the op- 
pressed fishermen of St. Pierre and Mi- 
quelon after our Embassy at Vichy had 
pledged to Petain that we would not seize 
any French colonies? Did we not contribute 
to the moral confusion of the French peo- 
ple and strengthen Petain’'s position by our 
recognition of his regime? 

And despite British denials today, is it 
not quite clear that the British Govern- 
ment, which never officially maintained re- 
lations with the Petain regime, did carry 
on secret negotiations with the Vichy Chief 
of State and did reach a secret understand- 
ing with hinr? 

What about the French politicians who 
now come forward to denounce the Mar- 
shal? Edouard Daladier, who signed the 
Munich pact, was the Premier who ap- 
pointed Petain Ambassador to Spain where, 
it ig charged, he negotiated with Hitler to 
bring about the surrender of France,

De Gaulle’s Tough Spot 


Paul Reynaud, who succumbed to despair 
and quit as Premier in France’s greatest 
hour of need, proposed Petain ag his suc- 
cessor, 

Leon Blum, the Popular Front Premier 
of France, failed to recognize in the Franco 
revolt in Spain the beginning of the Nazi- 
Fascist war on the democracies, 


Gen, Gamelin, wartime commander who 
has been so busy blaming Petain, as In- 
spector-General of the French Army, for 
all the defects it showed in its hour of test- 
ing—is he not the man who was responsible 
for the failure to prepare a decent line of 
defense from the Northern extremity of the 
Maginot Line to the coast, thus facilitating 
the German break-through in May, 1940? 


Should Petain be acquitted, the outcry 
will be tremendous, and De Gaulle’s admin- 
istration will stand impeached in the eyes 
of a great mass of the French people. 


If Petain is convicted and sentenced to 
death, a great impetus will be given the 
Leftist and resistance demands for a 
speedy, thorough and effective epuration. 
This will put De Gaulle in the awkward 
position of having to oppose the popular 
will and weaken his campaign to restrict 
the powers of the Constituent Assembly 
which is to be elected in October.

Professor Tells of Pilgrimage 
In Search of Academic Freedom 


“My Quest for Freedom,”” by John M. Meckiia. 
(Charies Scribner's Sons, New York.) 


John M. Mecklin is a reluctant autobiog- 
rapher. He wrote his life's story only at 
the urgent solicitation of students after re- 
tirement from his professorship of sociology 
at Dartmouth College. 

His book is the record of a mind schooled 
in ascetic piety and ultimately liberated 
from old prejudices, “My intellectual pil- 
grimage,” as Dr, Mecklin calls it, is the 
search of one man for freedom—not mere 
political or academic freedom, but the lib- 
erty of thought which is a necessary prereq- 
uisite to those two, He defines freedom as 
“a ‘quality of a way of life’ which we seek 
to rationalize by meang of laws and deci- 
sions of our courts,”

The son of a preacher, the author spent 
his early life in the enervating and obscur- 
antist atmosphere of a Fundamentalist Mis- 
sissippi home. Discontented with the in- 
tellectual trammels of his background and 
denominational colleges, he went to Hohen- 
zollern Germany to complete his studies. He 
began to understand, in the stilted, precise 
lecture halls of fin de siecle Berlin, what 
Gladstone meant when he called the 
Reich “a nation of damned professors.” 

Mecklin came to comprehend the role the 
historians Mommsen, Treitschke and Sybel 
played in filling the minds of Germany's 
youth with enthusiasm for the military state 
created by Bismarck. He considers such 
writers “the most successful propagandists 
the world hag ever seen.” 

On returning from Germany, the young 
Ph.D. taught at Lafayette College. Here 
for eight years he served as the “academic 
scapegoat” of an ultramontane Calvinist 
president. Some of Mecklin’s best writing 
ig found in the chapter on his troubles at 
Lafayette. He says, for example, “Every 
college president is a diplomat, and for a 
diplomat a lie is not a lie when you with- 
hold the truth from a person who ‘in your 
judgment’ is not entitled to know it.” 

+ * * 

After Lafayette, Mecklin taught at the 
University of Pittsburgh, then at Dart- 
mouth from 1920 to 1941, The end of his 
quest for freedom came at Dartmouth, 
where “freedom seemed to be taken for 
granted.” 

Dr. Mecklin is deeply concerned with the 
place of religion in the liberal college. All 
his writing reflects his attempts to cement 
the two into a workable union, Unwillingly 
he is forced to conclude, “The liberal cok 
lege has a place for religion, but only as the 
capstone of personality @hich a man 
achieves, in theory at least, through the 
free exercise of his powers.” 

The book is eminently readable and pro- 
vides an excellent account of “inside a pro- 
fessor.”

Theoretically, it is the former;

Hypocrisy Ended 
Among Soldiers

WIESBADEN, Germany. 

HE “further relaxing of the non-fraterniza- 
T tion order,” as it was officially phrased for 

G.I. benefit, fs evidently the end of scofflaw- 
ing, hypocrisy and the occasional heavy crack- 
down on the boy- 
meets-girl front in 
the occupational 
zone. There are 
those who may call 
it another victory 
for the Russians, 
for they always 
have  fraternized. 
The British and 
Americans, how- 
ever, were supposed 
to stare straight 
ahead, except in 
the case of the 
small children. 

Of course, a great 
many of them 
didn’t, and their of- 
ficers knew that, 
being only human, 
they wouldn’t. The situation led to such things as 
an officer lining up his men about to go on leave, 
or have the day off, and sternly reading the reg- 
ulation about non-fraternization. When he’d fin4, 
ished, he’d ask if every man understood it 
clearly. The men would all answer “Yes, sir.” 
“All right,” the CO would say. “You understand 
the regulation. You understand the penalties. 
Now be careful and don’t get caught!”

TO WHAT EXTENT fraternization was being 

practiced surreptitiously there’s no way of know- 
ing, but everybody knows that there was a lot 
of it. A soldier looking for a girl never had an 
easier time finding one in the history of the 
world. The forffer feminine auxiliary of the 
Hitler youth movement seems to be anything but 
frigid. They’re on short rations. They want 
cigarettes, candy, chocolate bars, soap, and the 
soldiers’ post exchange is the only place that has 
any. The soldier's the only person who can buy 
any. 
But if the soldier doesn’t want to traffic with 
the German maids this country is teeming with 
so-called displaced persons of practically every 
age and nationality. Many of these are pretty 
young women life has battered so badly that 
they seem really hungry for a friendly word and 
even a clumsy caress. 
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AS A MATTER OF FACT the G.I. has had a 
tough time with his wenching in this war, not 
because he couldn't get plenty of co-operation, 
but because he had to stop first and remember 
what country he was in, Even Casanova couldn't 
have done better than substitute right field in 
this league without a post-graduate course in 
geography. 

The law has been administered differently in 
different places, but the Army hasn’t fooled 
when it decided to crack down. The fine to an 
enlisted man has been $65, the jail sentence six 
months without pay. Officers caught have been 
fined as much as $2000 and dishonorably dis- 
charged. There have been several cases, 
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THERE ARE very few soldiers around here 
and the village looks pretty straight-laced. But 
even at that one can see the men stopping at the 
open windows and chatting with the household- 
ers for the first time. 

Not all of these guys are interested in propo- 
sitioning some buxom young German trollop. 
They simply get doggone hungry to talk to some- 
body. They like to help a man fix his wagon, an 
old lady carry her bundle, or join a crowd on a 
sidewalk looking into a store window. 

“I aint interested in their women,” a G.I. from 
Birmingham, Ala. said almost  belligerently. 
“I’ve been over here three years and I ain’t even 
looked at a woman. I’ve got a better gal wait- 
ing for me in Alabama than all the women in 
Europe. And if she’s waiting for me, I figure I 
wouldn’t be playing ball if I didn’t wait for her. 
But I get so lonesome just to talk to somebody 
who ain’t got on a uniform. I like to sit on door- 
steps and pass the time of day, to go out and. 
look at a man plowing a field, to help a fellow 
tinker with his automobile, or his bicycle when 
it breaks down. This walking along with your 
chin up in the air and a rifle over your shoulder 
gets mighty stale with me.” 
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THERE MAY be some trouble between the 
German swains and wolfing G.1I.ss The Germans 
have had no open rivals until now, and defiantly, 
it almost seemed, they have been sun bathing 
and swimming with the local belles while the 
G.l.s sweated and swore. The Germans are 
broke. The G.I.s have money, cigarettes, candy 
—also chewing gum. If there’s liquor to be had, 
they’ve got what it takes to buy it. There’s been 
some trouble of this sort in France, There could 
be some killings over it here. 

There’s one category of Americans who un- 
doubtedly take a very dim view of the entire re- 
arrangement. That’s the German-based WACs. 
Their chins must have fallen a foot. But the or- 
der at least puts honesty in one field of interna- 
tional relations. The original order was the 
more military, but it simply couldn’t be enforced,

This kind of 
pastry works just as well for dou- 
ble crust pies as it does for single 
crust pies, and when pastry makes 
excellent double crust pies that is 
the severest test it can be put to. 
Try it with your chiffon pie fill- 
ings or with double crust fruit 
pies which you now have an op- 
portunity to try if you can spare 
the sugar. If you are making a 
pie as juicy as rhubarb make the 
top a lattice, or cut a circle of 
pastry an inch less in diameter 
than that of your pie dish, then 
lay this circle on top of the fruit. 
The half-inch space all around the 
rim of the pie will be enough 
room for the fruit juice to expand 
in its bubbling without any dan- 
ger of running out into the oven. 


Hot Water Pie Crust. 


Two-thirds cup of shortening, 
seven tablespoons boiling water, 
two and one-half cup sifted flour, 
one teaspoon salt. 

Place shortening in a bowl. Add 
the water and beat with a rotary 
beater or a fork until cooled and 
creamy. Add the flour and salt 
sifted together, all at once, and 
stir until well mixed. Then form 
into a smooth ball. Roll imme- 
diately or chill before rolling, as 
desired. Enough for one nine-inch 
double-crust pie. Or one eight-inch 
single crust and four tart shells. 


Lemon Meringue Filling. 


One cup sugar; one-half cup all- 
purpose flour, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt; one and one-half cups cold 
water; three eggs, separated; one- 
fourth cup lemon juice; one tea- 
spoon grated lemon rind; one 
tablespoon butter; one-third cup 
sugar. 

Combine one cup sugar with 
flour and salt in top of double boil- 
er; add water and stir until blend- 
ed, then cook over direct heat, 
stirring constautly until mixture 
boils and thickens. Remove from 
heat and stir a little of the mixture 
into well-beaten egg yolks; add 
lemon juice. Place over boiling 
water and cook two minutes, stir- 
ring constantly. Add the one 
tablespoon butter; cool, and pour 
into baked crust. Beat egg whites 
until stiff, then slowly beat in 
the one-third cup of sugar until 
meringue is siaooth. Spread over 
top of pie, touching edges all 
around, and place in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for 12 to 15 
minutes, or until meringue is 
nicely browned. Cool before cut- 
ting. Five to six servings.

Another 
group, composed of people in the 
services, have been thinking of 
something which is not quite the 
ordinary kind of world’s fair, and 
yet akin to it. T heir idea is to 
create a fair that will hold the 
interest of service people through- 
out the United States, showing all 
the areas on land and sea where 
they have fought. This would be 
a place where a man could take 
his: family ang say: “Il couldn't 
tell you what it was like where I 
was fighting, but here it is before 
your eyes.” 

And tied in with the history of 
his military achievements would 
be a picture of what must be 
achieved in the field of peaceful 
world relations, based on a knowl- 
edge of the economic resources 
and the needs of all the.different 
parts of the world. Here, again, 
it is easier to understand the 
world of the future if you see the 
situation and the actual people liv- 
ing in it than if you read about 
them in a book.

Treatment of Sunstroke 


S stated in my previous arti- 
Ace the line of demarcation 

between heat exhaustion and 
sunstroke is not clear in some 
cases, The onset of sunstroke 
may be ushered in with headache, 
dizziness, nausea or vomiting and 
occasional eye disturbances. 
Again it may occur with over- 
whelming suddenness and death 
may follow shortly. Conscious- 
ness is lost early. The face is 
flushed and the skin dry and hot. 
The temperature rises very high, 
the pulse is full, rapid and breath- 
ing is deep. If the condition ad- 
vances the pulse grows irregular 
and feeble and breathing more 
shallow. 

Suggestive aids in the case of 
heat exhaustion: (1) Place the 
person in a cool place, (2) Loosen 
clothing and give water by mouth. 
(3) Administer mild stimulants, 
such as aromatic spirits of ammo- 
nia—one-half to one teaspoonful 
in a glass of water—by mouth. (4) 
If the condition is serious enough 
allow body temperature to fall 
helow normal, condition may pass 
mto sunstroke, In this case apply 
external heat and give some hot 
drinks. 


to 


Suggestive aids in the case of 
sunstroke: (1) The importance of 
reducing body temperature to a 
comfortable level. This is best 


accomplished by placing patient 
in tub bath with water at about 
50 degrees F and kept there un- 
til rectal temperature is around 
102 degrees F. In favorable cases 
the body will continue to lose heat 
after being removed from the 
bath. The patient’s skin must be 
massaged constantly while in the 
bath. This is to avoid overheated 
blood from being driven inward 
by .constriction of the surface 
vessels. (2) Ice water enema, one 
quart or more, is indicated. (3) 
Body may be rubbed with ice or 
placed in sheets wrung out of ice 
water. (4) Spraying of water on 
stripped body aided by a current 
of air from hand or electric fan. 
Most of these cases are better 
cared for under the supervision of 
your doctor at a hospital. This 
is particularly true in the older 
individuals where serious com- 
plications may arise following re- 

covery from sunstroke, 
DR.

Potato Casserole 


Three medium-sized potatoes, 
one onion (sliced), two table- 
spoons chopped parsley, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one 
teaspoon salt, milk. 

Scrub potatoes and boil in their 
jackets for ten minutes. Drain, re- 
move skins and slice, Meanwhile 
melt butter or margarine in an 
earthenware or heatproof casse- 
role (a dish from which the po- 
tatoes may be served) and saute 
the onions and parsley for five 
minutes over a low flame. Add 
the potatoes, salt and milk 
barely cover. Cook over slow 
flame until potatoes” are tender.

HE mother of a young war widow tells me: “The news of 
Tou: son-in-law's death was received on the eve of moving to 

this town four months ago. This daughter lives in another 
town but is with us often. Some friends whom my husband and 
I knew before coming here have been urging us for the past 
two months to let them entertain for us. At first, I put them 
off and said to wait until fall, but now they have been talking 
about it again and think it unreasonable to remain strangers all 
summer instead of letting our new community welcome us. 
Am I not correct in thinking we should not be active socially 
until] six months or even a longer time has passed? My own 
impulse is to confine my activities to the Red Cross, but it is 
lonely for my husband, who is vtry sociable by nature, not to 
get to know people.” 

In answering this, it must be remembered that war has 
upset all ordinary civilian traditions of mourning and that those 
who have been bereaved most deeply are doing their best to 
keep their sorrow from making others realize that they, too, 
are living within close range of threatening. sorrow. In your 
own situation, you are quite right to keep busy with war work 
alone. For your husband's sake, to accept small informal in- 
vitations that will help him to know people in the town, to go 
to their houses and invite them to yours in a quiet and sim- 
ple way—which is the only way people are doing things at 
present—would be entirely proper.

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Men Just Can't Fathom It 


With Arrival of Steaming Weather, 
Women's Thoughts Turn to Winter 
Coats—They Flock to Stores to See 
How Radically Styles Have Changed

NEW YORK, July 27 
OW women can become so in- 
Heerestes in -winter coats in 
steaming summer weather 
must be a mystery to the men. 
But from New York to Califor- 
nia, women flock to their favorite 
in late July and early 


styles have changed and get their 
pick of the new crop in advance 
of the actual wearing season. 
We've seen a variety of coat 
themes in our journeys through 
the showrooms of the leading New 
York designers. We've seen some 
of the mass production styles, too, 
and from all of this fashion sight- 
seeing we've reached a few con- 
clusions. The first one jis that 
there’s still a wool shortage. While 
manufacturers hdve*produced an 
amazing collection of handsome 
coats, every woman isn’t entitled 
to a new coat this autumn. There 


.is evidence of the shortages in the 


use of many different materials, 
no single one being the “high 
style” for a new season. Dimin- 
ished yardage also is seen in the 
increased tendency to use two dif- 
ferent materials together. Some- 
times a yoke of a patterned fabric 
is combined with body of a solid 
colored fabric. Again, a ribbed 
Weave may be allied with a plain 
weave. 

The vogue of the shorter coat is 
another means of saving matérial. 
Tunic styles and knee lengths are 
part of the share-the-yardage pro- 
gram. Sleeves cut with deeper 
armholes or in one section with 
part of the blouse seem _ ex- 
travagant of material at first 
glance but expert cutters tell us 
that they actually work out to 
better advantage than many mod- 
els with sharply fitted armholes. 


The designers have been saving 
of fur trimmings, too, and thereby 
have launched more new trends. 
It’s no longer considered smart to 
bedeck a coat with as much fur 
as can be applied to it. The fur 
that is used is added with a defi- 
nite purpose. For example, fur 
bands may be used to mark cer- 
tain distinguishing lines of a coat 
such as the rounded shoulders, 
the big sleeves or the fitted waist- 
line. A fabric bow outlined with 
fur may accent a high neckline. 
A fur border on a tunic coat may 
call attention to its flaring treate 
ment. Or the fur may be supplied 
for added warmth, fashioning big 
cuffs that may be turned down 
to form a muff or a collar that 
may be turned sufficiently high 
to serve as a hood. 

Practically all of the new style 
features that distinguish a new 
coat from a last year’s model 
have a definite reason that is 
linked up with today’s world situ- 
ation. The one major change 
which can be credited entirely to 
a whim of the designers is that 
of rounded shoulders, but even it 
proves logical to go along with 
the deeper armholes; the accent

Tomatoes Stuffed With Mashed

Four tomatoes, one cup hot 
mashed potatoes, one small.onion, 
minced; one tablespoon hot milk, 
salt and pepper, one tablespoon 
parsley, minced. 

Cut tops off tomatoes and make 
a large hollow. Turn them hol- 
low side down and allow to drain 
for 30 minutes. Place tomatoes 
in a baking pan, cover the bottom 
of the pan with water and bake 
at 350 degrees 10 minutes. Mean- 
while, add the onion, hot milk and 
salt and pepper to taste to the 
mashed potatoes and whip. to- 
gether lightly with a fork. -Fill 
the tomatoes with the potato mix- 
ture roughing the tops with a 
fork. Return tomatoes to oven 
and bake for an additional 10 
minutes. Just before” serving, 
sprinkle tops with minced parsley.

a card from the same suit that he 
selects. Needless to say, however, 
this general rule must be quali- 
fied by individual circumstances. 
There was no excuse for West's 
discarding in today’s deal. 

South, dealer.

The bidding: 


South West 
1 diamond Pass 
1 no-trump Pass 
3 no-trump Pass 


West opened his fourth highest 
heart and dummy’s nine held. The 
spade queen was allowed to ride; 
West won, cashed the heart ace, 
and then led a third round of 
hearts. 

After winning with dummy’s 
heart king, declarer*cashed the 
rest of his spade tricks, discard- 
ing a diamond from his own 
hand. West, naturally wanting to 
keep his established heart, and 
apparently determined to guard 
the club suit at all costs, also let 
go a diamond. This, of course, 
was extremely favorable to the 
declarer’s cause. He cashed the 
diamond ace and led toward his 
own hand. West collected the 
king and his good heart, but the 
rest of the tricks belonged to the 
enemy. Three no trump, bid and 
made! 

Even if South had not started 
out by bidding one diamond, 
West's discard in that suit would 
have been highly § iniudicious. 
Surely, there was no more reason 
to think that South had the A-K- 
J of clubs, with nothing in dia- 
monds, than that he held the 
diamond queen with several low 
cards. Thus, to blank the K-J of 
diamonds so that the Jack would 
drop on the ace, was the next 
thing to surrendering.
